The Ontario experiment statloa has 
found that acreeniaga are used in 
large quaatities fOr tl^e winter feedlag 
of aheep, the aheep behig takea from 
tha raaga aad fed for about M daya. 
At ihrat they are given only luy, thea 
a email quantity (one-half pound a 
day) of light, chaffy acreealnga ia add- 
ed. Gradually the quantity of acreen- 
inga la increaacd until la about a 
week or ten daya, the aheep have ao> 
cess to the "self feedera" from which 
they eat all the acreenlnga they cara 
for (about two pounda a day). At tha 
sanio time the proportion of chaff ia 
tho Bcreeninga ia deereaaed and tha 
proportloa of grata laeraaaed. Grad- 
ually the sereeaiaai are replaeed with 
com. 

Oa the aereeaiags the aheep usually 
saia from, II to IB pounds during' tho 
flrat M daya, after that less rapidly. 
It la alalad that MMO aheep win eat 
about two eara of acreealnga and a 
•aref ecra par day. Seed-house 
anreaaluga and acreenlnga containing 
a larga proportion of broken tiax are 
avoided. Aaother uae that is mudo of
